Many people in the State of Wash- 
ington are inquiring as to the agri- 
cultural possibilities of Alberta, is the 
news J. 8. Mills of Belvedere, brings 
back after a visit there. He states 
the railway companies are already 
hooking passengers for the province, 
and he believes numbers of those 
coming are prospective settlers. The 
Knight Sugar company has sold _ to 
Spokane capitalists 41,000 acres of 
Alberta farm land. 

The occasion of Mr. Mills’ visit 
south was to see his son, Stanley Mills, 
who is a member of the 407th Squad- 
ron of the United States Aviation 
Corps, stationed at Fort Vancouver, 
Washington. Stanley was confined to 
a hospital from Jan, 17th to date with 
pneumonia, and is now convalescent. 
He had a very severe siege of sick- 
ness, and two operations were neces- 
sary. His recovering is no doubt duo 
to the good care backed by his splen- 


ten years sojourn in the Belvedere 
district, to the north-west of Edmon- 


Shipbuilding Activities. 
While visiting his son and waiting 


for his final recovery, Mr. Mills vant 
ed to do nis bit to help win the war, 
and so after the crisis of the sickness 
was past, being an engineer, he se- 
cured a job as engineer on one of the 
steam dredges owned by the city of 
Portland. This dredge was used to 
fill up a lake of 100 acres near the 
Columbia river, so that the new form- 
ed land could be used as part of a 
yard for the construction of steel 
ships. The same company already 
have eight “slips” for the building of 
wooden ships, They have already six 
wooden ships in the water. When 
Mr. Milks went there in January, this 
company had 800 men employed. 
When he left in April they had 2,500 
employees, and expect to have anoth- 
er 1,000 men as soon-as they can be 
secured. This is only one of about 
twelve companies similarly operating.

AMUSEMENT TAX 
BROUGHT LAST 
YEAR $77,043, 


New Legislation Broadens Basis | 
of Taxation—Still on Grad- 
ed Scale e

Last year there was collected ‘ 
provincial revenue from the places of 
amusement tax $77,043.64. This year 
the act has been considerably changed 
and although there has been the gen- 
eral impression that the tax is to be 
raised to 4 flat rate of ten cents, there 
is still a graded rate. The Places wf 
Amusement Tax as passed at the re- 
cent session of the legislature is stiil 
below that of the other provinces, For 
a boxing bout contest there will be a 
tax of 25 cents and persons holding 
passes or complimentary tickets will 
be expected to pay at the highest rave 
charged for the performance, no mat- 
ter where they actually eit, 

The maximum penalty for infring-- 
ment of the act is $50, or in defau 
of payment, imprisonment of  uix 
months, The owner of such place oft 
amusement and every employee who 
permits admission to a performance 
contrary to the provisions of the act 
shall be liable to a fine of from $25 
2 gan? fer each offense or six months 
n jail. 

The schedule of the Public Amuse- 
ments Tax in Alberta compared with 
that in other provinces of the Domin- 
ion is here shown.

Ishii, Japanese ambassador to the 
United States, succeeding Ambassador 
Sato, arrived here today en route to 
Washington. In reference to Siberia, 
the ambassador said that if the Im- 
perial Japanese g.vernment deeemed 
it necessary to unJlertake the sending 
of a military expedition into Siberia, 
such intention would be for the bene- 
fit of the Entente Allies, and not for 
Japan. He declared any suggestion 
of a Japan-German alllance to be ab- 
surd, 

“Germany may establish bases 
Pacific waters by a successful drive 
through Siberia,” said Ambassador 
Ishii. “In this event,” he continued, 
“it would be up to Japan to sweep 
them away. We cannot guarantoe 
that Japan could do this, but we would 
try our best and vw. must not relax 
our vigilance,”

Unsold 
and will probably become city proper- 
ty 41 per cent. Advertising cost over 
twenty thousand dollars. In the con- 
templated tax gale of this year it 1s 
estimated there will be over sixty 
thousand parcels or lots and at ihe 
same rate of advertising cost, the 
charge will be tremendous.

The Net Result. 

The parliamentary secretary for 
the militia department states that 
25,152 men have been drafted un- 
der the Military Service act, This | 
law has been in operation now for 
six months. It is nine months since 
Sir Robert Borden announced that | 
men need no longer enlist volim- | 
tarily as the government intended | 
to adopt the policy of conscription. 
At the rate at which voluntary en- 
listment was occurring at the time 
this announcement was made more 
than 50,000 volunteers would have 
enrolled in the interval had the 
voluntary system been continued. 
The reinforcement reserves are | 
short, therefore, by 25,000 men be- 
cause voluntary enlistment was | 
displaced by a conscription act | 
that does not conscript where con- 
scription is needed and does con-} 
script where it never has been | 
needed. 


From a Friend and Supporter. 

The Saskatoon Star (Unionist) 
says: ‘‘The West is anxious to get 
‘‘the remaining lands and other 
“tresources. It is not seeking to 
“drive a hard bargain, But some 
“form of compensation in lieu of 
‘*the lands which have been alien- 
‘‘ated from the Crown is essential,

Perhaps more 
real conservation would have been | 
secured if, instead of trying to} 
regulate the details of a compli- | 
cated business by official instruc- 
tions, the controller had simply 
put it up to the eating house pro- 
| prietors to cut down the consump- 
tion of wheat and meat by a stipu- | 
lated percentage, and left it to} 
them to work out how best the} 
curtailment could be brought} 
about.

2.20 the next morning. 


Martial Law at Discretion. 

| It may not be generally known 
\that Canada is under a form of 
martial law, subject to the discre- 
tion of military officers. An order- 
in-council, dated 4th of the pres-| 
jent month, provides that if in the 
opinion of a general officer or the | 
officer commanding a military dis- | 


trict in which any riot or civil dis- | 
turbance takes place, the cireum- 
stances are such as to justify the 
intervention of the military pow- 
er, the officer is authorized to issue | 
orders for such intervention, whe- 
ther asked to do so by the civil 
lauthorities or not. It is further 
provided that when such action is 
taken by a military officer, the 
Governor-General in council may | 
supersede the jurisdiction and 
powers of the eivil courts within 
the area affected, declare that 
within such area the orders of the 
officer shall in all respects be obey- 
ed by the civilian population, and 
that offenders against his orders 
shall be tried and punished by 
court-martial, All persons within 
such areas are declared to be sub- 
ject to military law. The constitu- 
tion, powers and procedure of any 
| court-martial so constituted shall 
|be the same as that of either a 
}general or a field-general court- 
martial, Where the authority of 
the civil courts has been super- 
seded, the Habeas Corpus Aet is 
suspended, Any male person with- 
in such area taking part in any 
riot, insurrection or civil disturb- 
ance, or who incites, instigates or 
causes opposition to the enforce- 
mert of the Military Service Act 
is to be deemed to have been called 
out for military service under the 
said Act, regardless of his class or 
of exemption having been granted 
him, Martial law has hitherto 
been applicable only on the _re- 
sponsibility of the Government, 
| By this order-in-council the auth- 
ority to establish martial law is 
delegated wholesale to command- 
ing officers of military districis.

as in the case of wheat. Until that in- 
vestment has been made and the 
necessary skill and business methods 
applied, live stock cannot be turned} 
into cash as readily as wheat, Invest- 
ment cannot go in advance of produc- 
tion. The years during which pro- 
cuction of live stock is being increased 
to the point that will warrant the in- 
vestment of capital in the facilities of 
preparation and distribution are years 
of disappointment and discouragement, 
such as is the lot of the pioneer in 
every line of life. But once production 
warrants investment, then increase of} 
facilities can be depended on to keep} 
step with increase of production.| 
Marketing conditions for live stock} 
are on a par with those for wheat and 
the country of mixed farming comes 
into its own. Liye stock men in North 
Alberta und the Edmonton. district 
can now leok back on the pioneer 
days, Today the competitive facilities 
for marketing stock are as good as 
they are anywhere in America. They 


sell on the world’s market for the 
world’s supply, and haye the full 
Lenetit of world prices, Although} 


situated in the heart of the continent, 
the rail rate to Montreal is $1.35 per 
100 pounds, as compared with bic 
from Chicago to Montreal, a difference 
of 80c per 100 in favor of Chicago.

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THE WAR TIMES ELECTION Act. | 


Hon, Chas. Murphy, speaking in the 
House of Commons March 19th, in 
the debate on the speech from the 
throne, made the following refer-| 
ence to the War Time Diections Act 
(Hansard report): 

Now, Sir, lout me turn to another 
subject. While the War-times Elec- 
tion Act was under discussion in this 
House last session, many predictions 
were made as to ¢he irregularities 
and the crimes that would be sure io 
attend its operation. No matter how | 
extravagant the prophecies may have | 
seemed at the time, they fell far short} 
of describing what actually took place 
in the election itself. With the ex-| 
of certain constituencies in| 
the province of Quebec, there was no} 
riding in Canada in which a contest 
took place that cid not supply pro f 
to justify all that was said about the 
War-times Elections Act by its critles 
in this House. In point of fact, it- 
regularities and crimes were commit- | 
ted which it was impossible to fore- | 
cast, and the record of these will in 
due time be presented to Parliament.

POP ANSON’S BIRTHDAY 

It will be sixty-six years ago tomorrow since-Adrian Constantine 
Anson, one of the most distinguished of American citizens, first saw the 
Ught of day at Marshalitown, la Over forty of these years: have been 
spent by Anson in baseball, beginning with a “kid” nine and continuing 
as player, manager, and in other capacities in the big league. During 
his palmy days as manager of the Chicago club, *‘Pop"’ Anson, as he was 
popularly known, was the greatest pilot baseball has ever produced. 
His career traversed the whole history of baseball, from its first crude 
form to the highly developed pastime of today. 

Forty-three years ago Anson accompanied the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics on the first transatlantic tour in baseball history, when the Ath- 
letics and the Bostons gave Englishmen and Irishmen their first view of 
the great American game. When the Nationa] league was organized in 
1876 Anson played third base on the Chicago team. Succeeding A. G. 
Spalding as manager of the club, Anson built up a great baseball machine 
which became the pride of the Windy City fans and remained so for 
many years. In 1888 Anson piloted his players around the ‘world, re- 
turning in 1889 to face the difficult situation brought about by the revolt 
of the, players, who had formed a “brotherhood” to protect themselves 
in what they considered their rights. Anson refused to join the insur- 
rection, but his players did. That put an end to the glory of the old 
Chicago club and it took years to build up another organization which, 
under Frank Chance, again put Chicago in the pennant class.
